Uuder ihe above heading the 
Sait Lake Tribune says} ‘That 
li tle Belgium is x amous ¢ountry. 
It has often been called “thie batile 
ground of Europe.” It scems it is. 
We have before us the London 
Times of June 24th, 1815, with a 
detailed account of the battle of 
Waterloo, of the fighting there of 
the grenadicrs, the cuirassirs, the 
Old Guard, the Scotch Greys, and 
all the rest,and reading it great 
pames uppear in every line and 
achievements are recorded that 


will go sounding down the aisles 


of the ages to “the last syllable of 
recorded time.” In _ yesterday’s 
dispatches was an account of an- 
other Belgium battle. There was 
no Wellingtcen there, no Napoleon, 
no Ney, no Blucher, but rath- 
er one Jem Smith and one 
Frank Slavin were the chief cen- 
ter of attraction, and the story 
of the battle is principally how 
Slavin knocked Smith into a hol- 
low square and made all his fol- 
lowers.cry “Police”—which was 
equivalent to the French sauve qui 
peut—in the fourteenth round. 
But there are more words iu the 
dispatch recounting the exploits 
of the touvhs than are in this 
other account of Waterloo, with 
its 60,000 dead, and its change of 
front of the nations: Are we not 
degenerating a little, or is it true 
that all bruisers ought to have an 
equal show? And that if Slavin 
did his full duty in trying to 
punch a brether bruiser, that is all 
Wellington did. We are advanc- 
ing in some respects. It required 
five days to get the newsof Water- 
loo to London, but we, away here 
in mid-continent, cheated the 
hours, and, by the clock, obtained 
the news of the fight before it was 
begun. What if Napoleon and 
Wellington could have had the ure 
of the telegraph and the steam en- 
gine in carrying on their cam- 
paigns! What would the map of 
Europe looked like when they got 
through? But we are wandering 
from our theme. What we meant 
to say was that this last fight in 
Belgium was, after all, a great deal 
like the other one. The adversary 
beat the English champion back 
and made it very warm for him 
until the latter was able to call up 
his toughs, and then the fight was 
quickly finished, only the English 
champion. was ready to die on the 
field, and this last one was not. 
Men like Wellington will do in 
any age of the world. Men like 
Jem Smith will just do to kill. 


Drrecror of the Mint Leech does 
not yet apprehend the chief objec- 
tions urged by the silver men 
against Secretary Windom’s plan 
of purchasing silver bullion and is- 
suing certificates against it. He 
thinks they object because it gives 
the Secretary the power tosuspend 
temporarily the receipt of silver, 
but their rea] objection is that the 
purchase of bullion and the issu- 
ance of certificates against it isa 
blow te bi-metalism, inasmuch as 
it treats silver as merchandise only 
and not as meney. The effect of 
Mr. Windom’s scheme, if he could 
carry it out, says the Chronicle, 
would be to reduce tLe price of sil- 
ver, for as soon as Europe saw 
that the United States doubted the 
advisability of the couble standard 
the price would sag, and the bul- 
lion purchases could not restore or 
keep it up.

in the privilege accorded to the town by 
letters patent, and exercised for cent- 
uries, of holding annually at carnival 

time a public fool's assize, at which all 
the follies committed by the people of 
' the town and vicinity were made known 

and held up to public ridicule. Accord- 

ing to local tradition Stockach was the 
_ birthplace of Hans Kuoni, jester to Leo- 
| pold, the brother of Albert the Wise, 
| Archduke of Austria. Just before the 

battle of Morgarten, in 1315, the man in 

motley was asked jto express his opinion 
of the plans of the campaign, which had 
_been adopted in his presence. Hans 
| shook hiscapand bells and answered: 
| “Your speeches please me little, my 
_ masters, for you only think and debate 
how you shall enter the enemy’s terri- 
tory, but take no thought how you shall 
leave it.” The battle took place. Leopold's 
forces were defeated and escaped death 
almost by a miracle. Then the Arch- 
duke Albert, ‘because the fool had 
been wiser than his all brother coun- 
selers,” gave him the right ‘‘to sit in 
judgment upon the wise” annually in 
his native town, and granted many priv- 
ileges and immunities to this ‘‘fools’ 
court.” This peculiar tribunal, which 
metevenin the present century, was 
composed of the ‘father of fools” as 


‘fool councilors” as associates. The 
members of the court met in January to 
select the cases to be presented to the 
court and to arrange the programme for 
the subsequent festival of fools. These 
preliminary meetings took place in a 
tavern called the Fools’ Inn and dis- 
tinguished by a special shield or tablet 
on the outer wall. On the Sunday be- 
fore Shrove Sunday the fools’ clerks, in 
fantastic garb, drove through the town 
in acarriage drawn by four horses at- 
tended by negro footmen and outriders, 
and loudly notified the attentive, and in 
many cases anxious, inhabitants, that 


| such and such cases would be presented 


| to the court to be held on the approach- 
ing Shrove Tuesday. 

Shrove Sunday and Monday were 
given over to the “young fools,” or the 
children, who marched through the 
streets in fantastic dress, as they did, 
and still do, in many other places. 
Meanwhile a number of the boys main- 
t-ined a sort of watch at the fools’ 
tree, and, with ear-splitting noises and 
| blows of whips, drove away all comers 
_who were not fantastically attired. In 
reward for this service each urchin re- 
ceived an immense fools’ cake. On the 
eagerly-awaited Shrove Tuesday, at ten 
o’clock in the morning, the members of 
the court assembled on a great platform 
in the open air, and the judicial pro- 
_veedings were begun. The fools’ prose- 
_cutors made their satirical accusations, 


and the persons convicted of folly, when 


| their crimes had been described, were | 


punished by having their names en- 
tered in the boox of foois. No one was 
‘spared. The guilty ones, without 
‘distinction of person, were public- 
ly ridiculed and enrolled among the 
| fools. Protestations were of -no 
avail, and whoever ventured to criti- 
‘cise the sentence of the court or 
to speak in favor of the convicted fools 
was declared to be a fool himself 
and his name was put on the 
roll. When all tie cases’ had 
been disposed of a procession, headed 
by the council of fools, marched 
through the streets, pausing fre- 
quently, especially before the houses of 


: 


| the convicted persons, to read aloud the 


sentence of the court to the great de- 
light of the populace. The sentence 
was also affixed to the doors of thecrim- 
inals’ houses.. Then began the festival 
of fools, the programme of which in- 
cluded a lively theatrical representation 
for the populace, a banquetat the Fools’ 
Inn, and another banquet and dance in 
the evening. On the next day, Ash 
Wednesday, at four o'clock in the after- 
noon, the council again assembled be- 
fore the Fools’ Inn to bury their folly. 
At the head of the procession came two 


| youtig folk bearing immense keys—the 
| keys to the realm of folly. Next came 


the fools’ guard, carrying a parti-colored 
and decorated staff, oh the top of which 
He was 
followed by two fools’ treasurers, who 
bore an ancient carved chest containing 
the books of fool and the records of the 
court. 
usually the oldest male inhabitant of 
the town. The rest of the fools fol- 
lowed, walking two and two, with bowed 
heads and in silence, like attendants at 
a funeral. When the procession had 
reached the fools’ tree it marched around 
it three times and then dispersed, and 
the reign of folly was over for that year.

We were both 
music and had taught the children to 
sing simple little songs to a piano ac- 
com paniment. 
took up a drum and began beating it 
in time to my playing: “His time was so 


naturally that it gave us our idea of a 
juvenile orchestra. 

We bought a tambourine and a tri- 
angle, and with the drum, which was 
avery nice one, and the piano, our 
equipment was complete. One instru- 
ment was given to each child, and as 
there was no tuning to be done and no 
possibility of striking false notes— 
nothing to it, indeed, but time—there 
was very little skill required. And yet 
the result was very excellent music of 
the kind, which, owing to the ages of 
the children, was always enjoyed. 

After they once got the idea, of time 
they could accompany any piece, and 
old marches, polkas and songs were 
brought into requisition until the ex- 
tent of their repertory was considered 
quite remarkable. As their -part of it 
was simply to deat, it was not so re- 
markable, after all, but the effect was 
always of an orchestra piece with a 
piano accompaniment. 

For the songs we played a prelude and 
the interlude on the instruments and 
sang the verses or choruses in three 
parts, the children taking the soprano 


and their mothers the alto and tenor 


We were very strict about beginning 
exactly together. They stood in line 
near the piano, each with his instru- 
ment, which he was not permitted to 


strike until the signal wasgiven. Atthe 


striking of a chord the instruments were 
raised to place, and ata second chord the 
music began. 

At the pianissimo passages all stopped 
but the triangle and the piano, then the 
tambourine would come in, and at the 
forte places the full orchestra with a 
will. 

After @ little while we added another 
triangle and a pair of chime be!ls to our 
instruments and two little neighbors to 
the performers, and when one of the 
older boys developed a quite remarkable 
talent for the clappers we embraced 
that classic instrument in our collection 
and levied upon our friends for another 
boy, to whom descended the tambourine. 

Thus we had an orchestra of seven in- 
struments, and the music was so jolly 
and taking that it was a never-ending 
source of pleasure to visitors, and was in 
demand for parlor entertainments, 
church socials and amateur concerts, till 
the older boys were so large that they 
absolutely refused to play again on what 
they termed such *‘baby instruments.”
